Scott's machine seemed to be 
working perfectly when he took off 
on the next to final 1389-mile leg, 
still confident of winning the $50,- 
000 prize for first place.

St. Louis 
time) to maintain. their command- 
ing lead in the 11,000-mile air race. 

However, Scott disclosed at Dar- 
win that his plane had motor trou- 
ble. Meehanics working at high 
speed had the faulty engine firing 
again within an hour after his ar- 
rival.

The Dutch team, K. D. Parmen- 
tier and J. J. Moll, second in the 
air derby arrived at Rambang, Java, 
at 10:33 p. m. and took off for Dar- 
win 24 minutes later.

AT MIAMI: BONUS 
SSUES UP AGAN

U. S. Senator Stiewer Ad- 
vises Veterans Not to Ask 
for Immediate Cash Pay- 


ment.

MIAMI, Fila. Oct. 22.—Under 
bright skies, the sixteenth annual 
convention of the American Legion 
was called to order by National 
Commander Edward A. Hayes at 
10 a. m. today in Bayfront Park. 

Thousands of Legionnaires, in- 


| cluding the approximately 1200 dele- 


gates, gathered [n the flag-draped 
amphitheater as the gavel fell, con- 
vening the assembly at which the 
bonus question is the paramount is- 
sue. 

The park was packed with spec- 
tators. Some stood in the gaily- 
decorated thoroughfare down which 
the Legion parade will pass tomor- 
row. 

The Rev. Robert J. White, na- 
tional chaplain, delivered the invo- 
cation. Gov. Dave Sholtz officially 
welcomed the delegates in behalf 
of Florida. In his address, he said 


that “it is our responsibility as 
Legionnaires to be eternally vigilant 
and- constantly alert in time of 


peace to protect this country from 
Communistic propaganda and from 
sinister influences.” 
Senator Steiwer on Bonus Issue. 
United States Senator Frederick 
Steiwer (Rep.). Oregon, told the 
legion its reputation for ‘‘disinter- 
ested and patriotic service presents 
a question whether this convention 
should take an unequivocal stand 
for the immediate cash paymient” of 
ithe veterans’ bonus. 

“The legion can, with the utmost 
propriety, stand vigorously for a 
/program of justice to its disabled 
‘comrades, but adjusted compensa- 
tion affects all alike. I am doubtful 
of the ethics of able-bodied men 
making a demand for immediate 
cash payment of claims not yet due 
when many of them can well afford 
to wait for payment until the certi- 
ficates mature” in 1945, the Senator 
‘said in the prepared text of his ad- 
dress. . 
| Steiwer proposed the legion “con- 
|sider the advisability of standing 
‘for early payment and asking only 
that our Government meet this ob- 
‘ligation at a time when it will re- 
sult in the minimum burden to the 
| people of the country. A position of 
‘this kind would increase the pres- 
itige of the legion. There is much 
| reason to believe that a demand for 
_immediate payment would intensify 
-animosities and arouse an organized 
‘opposition which will make favor- 
‘able action more difficult.” 

Assails Political Experimentation. 
Preservation of.the guarantees of 
the Constitution, the Senator said, 
is “the first duty of citizenship.” He 
assailed ‘those who would follow a 
'will-o'-the-wisp in quest of social 


‘bettermen . in behalf of a 
‘program of political experimenta-. 
tion.” 


“They seek innovations,’ he de- 
clared. 

“They believe that the concepts 
of Americanism have not proved 
sound. They would limit or deny 
‘the right of private property. They 
_would limit opportunity everywhere. 
They would cast all men in a com- 
‘mon mold and thus take away the 
unequaled privilege which has be- 
longed to the boys -and. girls of 
|\America to build themselves up 
‘from humble beginnings to positions 
‘of honor, affluence and power.” 

The legion’s response to the ad- 
dresses of welcome was given by 
Past Commander Louis Johnson of 
West Virginia, who said a restora- 
tion of “a peaceful, prosperous 
country should be the goal of the 
American Legion.

The Missouri Pacific and the 
Texas and Pacific, which connect 
with the Southern Pacific’ at El 
Paso, feared the purchase would re- 
sult in traffic being diverted from 
them by the Southern Pacific to 
the Cotton Belt. They challenged 
the validity of the commission’s ac- 
tion, contending it was a violation 
of the Gould-Huntington agreement, 
under which the Southern Pacific 
had been constructed. 

The Southern Pacific insisted the 
Gould-Huntington agreement had 
not binding force because it was an 
attempt of those two railroad mag- 
nates to divide hetween them one- 
third of the transportation facilities 
of the country. It asserted the pur- 
chase was greatly in the public in- 
terest. 

The Southern Pacific also denied 
that the purchase would result in 
the diversion of traffic from the 


Pacific railroads.

Now, while it may not be wholly eyil to 
have enough money + make others work 
for you and appropriate a certain propor- 
tion of the value of their labor, it be- 
comes. nevertheless, vitally essential to 
keep those workers at work. It is the 
first responsibility, the basic obligation, 
the self-interest. of the owners to do so, |

azo, growing out of the extraordinary 
development of predatory crime having in- 
terstate characteristics. Realizing this sit- 
uation, and realizing further that some agen- 
cv with nation-wide approach must deal with 
this problem if it was to be dealt with at 
all, the Department of Justice undertook 
Its campaten against crime. 

At the very beginning, the department cre- 
ated a special division to deal with rack- 
eteering and kidnaping. We sought to bring 
about a more intimate, friendly and co-op- 
erative spirit between Federal and local law- 
enforcement agencies. We strove. also. to 
develop our own facilities and to strengthen 
Our organization by Improving its person- 
nel and stiffening. its morale 

It was manifest that additional legislation 
was imperatively required. This led to the 
“12-point program” of the Department of 
Justice. These hills, originally 12 in number. 
ultimately resulted in the passage of 17 spe- 
cifie and important enactments. Let it be 
said most emphatically that these measures 
were not calculated to place the Federal 
Government in control of the crime situa- 
tion of the country. It was not our purpese 
to invite local organizations to turn over 
their problems to the Government. Law en- 
forcement now and hereafter must, for the 
most part, be a matter of local concern. 
Moreover, there were constitutional limita- 
tions which had ever to be kept in view. 

The bills, in general, deal with the menace 
of an armed underworld and with that 
aspect of the problem which has been 
brought so dramatically forward of late by 
roving groups of criminals passing and re- 
passing state lines and bent constantly upon 
predatory crimes of violence. 


S OMETHING akin toa national emergen- 
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Manifestly. the problem of crime is not 
limited to detection, arrest and punishment, 
It is a social question with manifold rami- 
fications, touching environment. heredity. 
education, the home, the school and, indeed, 
almost every activity of life. 

Crime ‘in its wider aspects requires con- 
sideration of the whole structure of our so- 
cial life. For instance, a study of the rec- 
ords of more than 250,000 arrests for 1933 
reveals the menacing fact that there were 
more arrests at the age of 19 than at anv 
other age: and that a startlingly larce per- 
centage of scrious crimes were committed 
bv minors. 

It is my purpose to call a crime conference 
to be held in Washington during the early 
part of December. At that conference. the 
whole problem will be studied in a manner 
not heretofore attempted. I am hopeful, 
also, that it will be possible to establish at 
Washington a national institute of crim- 
inology, which will coricern itself not only 
with the study of crime problems, but also 
with the practical side of police work. At 
the present time, we are maintaining a tech- 
nical laboratory which permits of the 
analysis of latent evidence and is an exce}- 
lent school for the study of the use of the 
latest scientific equipment. 

Those who suggest establishment of a 
system Similar to that of Scotland Yard 
speak without any comprehension of the 


situation. The structure and functions of 
that famous organization are hardly adapt- 
able to our complex problems, 

Scotland Yard, contrary to popular belief, 
is not a detective force and does not have 
jurisdiction throughout England or the Brit- 
ish Isles. It is simply the Metropolitan Po- 
lice Department of Greater London, and is 
one of the 187 police forces in England and 
Wales.-I might mention Scotland Yard has 
a collection of fingerprints of about 500,000. 
The Division of Investigation in Washington 
has more than 4,500,000 fingerprints.

We are engaged in an undertaking of 
serious import It cannot succeed without 
popular understanding and co-operation 
You, my friends, can, if you will, direct vou

You can aid in speeding the activities of 
police and prosecutors, in enabling courts 
to establish proper rules and practices and 
in securing desirable laws from state Legis- 
latures, local administrations and from Con- 
gress. itself. You can lend your support to 
honest public officials dealing impartially 
with such public problems. 

No more worthy enterprise could possibly 
engage your attention. Organized bands of 
criminals prey upon legitimate business 
exact tribute from the timid or the fearful 
and constitute an ever-present threat. not 
only to property, but to the safety of our 
homes and the sanctity of life. IL have suid 
before and, because the accuracy of the 
statement has been challenged. I reassert 
emphatically that there are more people to- 
day in the underworld hearing arms than 
there are in the combined forces of the Armv 
and Navy of the United States. This open 
challenge to orderly government must be 
met with courage and resourcefulness. 

One final word: The time has come to 
call a halt upon the glorification of the crim- 
inal classes. Far too often the gangster is 
depicted as a hero with good qualities of 
mind and spirit, while the police officer js 
represented as a mean or heartless individ- 
ual, glutted with Authority and stupid in 
the performance of his duty. Such distor- 
tion of the truth cannot fail to have an in- 
jurious effect, especially upon the plastic 
minds of the younger generation. 

The gangster is not a hero. but a public 
enemy. His distorted mind is bent upon in- 
juring, maltreating, preying upon or destrov- 
ing the innocent and the helpless. In an 
emergency, he is almost invariably a cow- 
ard. The real heroes are the courageous 
judges and public officials and officers of 
the law, throughout our land, who, in the 
line of duty, are performing their danger- 
ous and necessary tasks with devotion and 
zeal. These men are the veritable peace-
